VICHY, France, Jan. 23 (AP).— 
The Government announced today 
it had accepted Japanese offers of 
mediation in the undeclared border 
warfare between French Indo-China 
and Thailand (Siam). 

The French Ambassador to To- 
kyo has been entrusted with the 
arrangement of ways and means 
of mediation with the J apanese 
Government, the announcement 
said, 

The Japanes. offer, made Jan. 
21, was accepted “in view of the 
existing friendly relations between 


France oo Japan,” the Govérn- 
ment sai 


An authoritative source said that 
certain French colonial leaders had 
been pressing for United States 
mediation in the conflict and that 
a request for Japanese intervention 
had been made at the suggestion 
of Berlin in order to exclude any 
American influence.

The fall of Tobruk was an- 
nounced yesterday by the British 
Middle East high command at 
Cairo. : 

Military sources declined to 
speculate on the future course of 
the Libyan offensive, but said that 
British patrols already had ad- 
vanced to positions in the’ Derna- 
Mekili area west of Tobruk. Derna 
is on the coast about 95 miles west 
of Tobruk. 

The British also were reported to 
have command of airports at El 
Adem, El Gazala and El Tmimi, 
and the seaplane base at Bomba. 
All these can be used as British 
bases after some clearing up, it 
was said. 

Two More Generals. - 

In occupying Tobruk, the British 
said, their forces captured the 
headquarters of the Twenty-second 
Italian Army Corps and the com- 
manding general and also the gen- 
eral commanding the fixed de- 
fenses of the town. 

The British found three ships 
‘burning in the harbor, one of them 
a large liner. Booty was said to 
have included tanks, motor vehicles 
and large quantities of ammuni- 
tion.

He advocated 
establishment of a string of air 
bases by this country and the cre- 
ation of an air forc of about 
10,000 first line planes and an 
equal number of reserves, exclu- 
sive of trainers. Such a force, he 
said, would “insure American se- 
curity.” 

Representative Luther A. John- 
son (Dem.), Texas, asked whether 
Lindbergh had ever expressed sym- 
pathy “for one side or another.” 

“I prefer to see neither side win,” 
Col. Lindbergh said quickly. “I 
prefer a negotiated peace. A victory 
on either side would result in 
prostration of Europe of a type 
we've never seen.” :

The Illinoisans rescued by St.

Henry 
Horner; John J, Hallihan, 53, Hast 
St. Louis, then director of the IIli- 
nois Department of Registration 
and Education, and Martin J. 
O’Brien, 67, Cook County (Chicago) 
Public Administrator. The latter 
died shortly after he was taken 
from the water. The O’Briens 
were not related. | 
The motor boat which the four 
were using on Big Crawling Stone 
Lake, Wis., July 6, 1940, sank half 


fully clothed, towed Hallihan to 
shore while the latter. clung to a 
life preserver. 

Removing all his clothing except 
his trunks, St. Germaine then 
swam with a life preserver three- 
eighths of a mile to Martin O’Brien. 
He towed O’Brien, a . 250-pound 
man, to the beach. 

Discarding the life preserver be- 
cause it handicapped his swimming 
in the cold, wave-tossed waters, 
St. Germaine swam out and 
brought Arthur O’Brien to shore. 
The rescue required an hour and 20 
minutes,

“T was asleep in my berth until 
the plane lost altitude for the land- 
ing, when the change of pressure 
‘hurt my ears and I awakened,” 
Stoddard related to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. : 

“I put on my glasses and looked 
out the windows and saw the field 
lights as the plane passed over the 
airport. It seemed that the pilots 
‘upped’ the plane a bit, then it went 
into a bank. It was the heaviest 
bank I had ever experienced in 
more than 50,000 miles of traveling 
in a transport plane. 

“It was nearly a vertical bank, 
and then the left wing clipped 
something. 

“The plane sideslipped and 
crashed. It all happened so fast 
that I was taken completely . by 
surprise and I found myself pinned 
down by broken parts of the fuse- 
lage. I could barely move my head 
to.get air, but I felt good enough. 

“The women aboard were crying 
and there was: general’ confusion. 
It, seemed like 20 to 30. minutes 
elapsed before they got me out. 1 
was shaking like a leaf then.” 

Stoddard said he was on his way 
from Los Angeles to New York 
and had planned to stop here ‘to 
visit his mother, Mrs. L. B. Stod- 
dard, 2753 Cherokee. street, whom 
he had not seen in 20 years. He 
telephoned his mother from the

Spotts, declining to state his per- 
sonal views in the matter, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that he felt 
there was nothing “premeditated” 
about the fact that no announce- 
ment: of the wrecking had been 
made. He said demolition of the 
structure had been discussed for at 
least eight years and that he 
thought every phase concerning 
disposition of the building had been 
investigated by the park service. 

Meanwhile, wrecking seemed to 
proceed at a much slower pace 
since the protests came in. A re- 
porter who visited the building yes- 
terday found only little wrecking 
going on, whereas last week there 
was feverish activity. The exterior 
of the building has not yet been 
touched, but all. windows and 
doors have been removed, most of 
the interior woorwork has been 
torn down, and all plumbing and 
heating fixtures have been torn out, 

All of those interviewed by the 
Post-Dispatch felt that the wreck- 
ing should be stopped long enough 
to provide time for further consid- 
eration of the matter, or at least 
until.a complete explanation could 
be made by the Park Service. Some 
demanded specifically that the 
building be saved at all costs. 

Some of the Comments. 

Some of their comments are: 

Judge Douglas: “I think it is a 
very handsome building and I hear- 
tily agree that it should be saved. 
Purely from the point of view of 
historical interest, it is of suffi- 
cient value to be preserved.” 

Dr. Hotfelder: “I am very much 
against its being torn down. There 
are few enough historical buildings 
standing as is. Evidently the Park 
Service at one time thought it ar- 
chitecturally noteworthy, since it 
included it in a pamphlet on his- 
toric St. Louis structures.” 

George Spearl: “It is a fine old 
building and I strongly feel that 
matters should be delayed until we 
ean give it further consideration.” 

Van Raavensway: “Except for 
the Old Cathedral, it is the best 
building from an architectural 
point of view on the riverfront. 
Along with others, I resent the in- 
discriminate cleaning out of build- 
ings down there without any plan 
having been presented as to what 
the memorial will be like. They at 
least ought to give us some idea 
of what they’re going to do with 
the riverfront before they tear 
down all of our fine old buildings.” 

Nagel: “Everything should be 
done to save the old Custom 
House. It is a good and significant 
example of the type of public build- 
ing erected in the mid-nineteenth

A company spokesman said no 
conference between union and man- 
agement representatives had been 
arranged. _ — 

The Federal Government and 
Gov. Julius P. Heil took steps seek- 
ing a speedy settlement of the 
strike, which has halted work on 
$26,000,000 worth of defense 
orders. 7 

Shortly after the strike was 
called yesterday, the Department 
of Labor sent Mgr. Francis J. Haas 
of Catholic University to the strike 
scene as a special conciliator. 

The bulk of the firm’s $26,000,000 
in defense orders was for the navy, 
One order alone totaled $12,000,- 
000 for warship turbines.

ALTON POLICE MUST 
PAY $45 A MONTH 
TO CARRY PISTOL 


Council Enacts Statute. to Get 
Around $175 Minimum 
Salary Law. 


An Alton policeman’s lot is not 
a happy one. From now on his 
pistdl will carry not only a kick 
but a kick-back. The City Coun- 
cil by a vote of 10 to 1 last night 
decided to charge every patrolman 
$45 a month for a permit to carry 
a weapon. 

The action of the city fathers 
was a move to keep Alton sol- 
vent and at the same time to com- 
ply with a State law establishing 
$175 a month as minimum pay for 
Illinois policemen.

FOUND NOT GUILTY 


Boy Had Testified He 
Signed Confession Be- 
cause Police Threatened 
to Hold Him Until He Did 


William Louis Fuller, 15-year-old 
grade school pupil, was acquitted 
last night by a jury in Circuit 
Judge John J. Wolfe’s' court at 
Clayton of the murder of Ruth 


Gornek, also 15, who was strangled 
and beaten on a wooded path near. 
the Heman Park swimming pool 
last June. 

Testifying in his own defense 
yesterday, Fuller repudiated a 
signed statement given to Univer- 
sity City police in which he admit- 
ted tying the girl’s playsuit around 
her neck and beating her with a 
paving block. He said he signed 
the statement because he was 
weary from lack of sleep and con- 
tinuous questioning, and because 
an officer told him he would not 
be released until he signed. 

As Judge Wolfe announced to a 
crowded courtroom at 7:25 o’clock 
that a verdict had been reached, 
young Fuller, who had displayed 
little emotion during the trial, 
stood beside the table of the prose- 
cuting attorneys. When he heard 
the verdict he fell forward across 
the table, sobbing. 

Judge Wolfe rapped sharply for 
order as spectators began applaud- 
ing. The boy’s father and grand- 
parents helped him to his feet and 
took him to the jury box, where 
he thanked each juror. 

The jury, which received the case 
at 4:15 and took an hour for din- 
ner, deliberated two hours and 10 
minutes before announcing a ver- 
dict. Reuben J. Blondin, foreman, 
said most jurors favored acquittal 
on the first two ballots and reached 
a unanimous verdict on the third. 
It was reported that the first two 
votes were 11 to 1 for acquittal. 

Judge Wolfe’s instructions to the 
jury had reference only to first- 
degree murder, for which the pen- 
alties. are life imprisonment or 
death. The Judge explained to a 
reporter that no evidence had been 
introduced which would justify a 
verdict of manslaughter or second- 
degree murder. 

In a hearing last’ July, Judge 
Wolfe had ruled that Fuller should 
be tried as an adult rather than as 
a juvenile. In the latter case the 
maximum penalty would have been 
a reformatory sentence ending at 
the boy’s twenty-first birthday. Be- 
cause of the gravity of the offense 
charged, Judge Wolfe explained, 
he did not think the possible pen- 
alty should be limited to a six- 
year sentence. 

Mayor Matt C. Fogerty of Uni- 
versity City testified earlier as a 
State’s witness that he talked to 
Fuller last June after learning that 
the youth had signed a statement 
and then denied the killing. 

“He told me that if he had denied 
it, it was only because he didn't 
want to hurt his grandmother,” 
Mayor Fogerty testified. “I told 
him to whisper in my ear whether 
or not the statement was true, and 
he told me it was true.” Young 
Fuller lives with his grandmother, 
Mrs. William Fuller, at 6123 Enright 
avenue.

While preliminary reports to the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
indicate that the accident was not 
related to the fact that a new 
Curtiss-Wright plant has been built 
on the St. Louis airport, it comes 
as efforts are being made to ob- 
tain Federal funds to shift run- 
ways in the realization that new 
hazards have been created. 

Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Robert H. Hinckley, in charge of 
the Aeronautics Administration, 
does not conceal his concern over 
what may happen in coming 
months if a far more sweeping 
program of airport construction 
is uot pushed. Hinckley sought 
in vain to have the St. Louis Air- 
port reconstruction included in a 
list of approved projects but he 
Was overruled by representatives 
of the War and Navy Departments, 
who serve with him on a priority 
board. 

Middle West Got , Little. 

Senator Bennett Champ Clark 
has also been pushing the St. Louis 
project and had naturally expected 
that his position as chairman of 
a subcommittee on aviation of the 
Committee on Commerce would 
carry weight. But War and Navy 
representatives, interested in con- 
centarting a number of alternate 
airports at strategic points, allocat- 
ed virtually all of the $40,000,000 
available to the Northeast, the 
Northwest, and, to a lesser degree, 
to the Southwest. Scarcely a single 
airport in the Middle West has had 
an allocation from the defense air- 
port fund. 

Mayor Dickmann and Clark con- 
ferred with Hinckley Tuesday and 
as a result the allocation for the 
St. Louis airport is expected to 
come through by the end of this 
week. Aeronautics officials are 
concerned over the St. Louis situa- 
tion, realizing the hazards created 
by the location of the Curtiss- 
Wright plant at the field. 

Military View. 

Heads of the Army Air Corps 
take the attitude that commercial 
aviation must give way before mil- 
itary needs. They even suggest that 
within a comparatively short time 
commercial planes may be vir- 
tually all grounded by military nec- 
essity with the airways and the 
airports of the nation entirely de- 
voted to the military program.

In the accident last month, four 
‘passengers and three crew members 
of an American Airlines transport, 
inbound from Chicago, escaped 
without serious injury when the 
ship plunged into Coldwater Creek, 
at the southwest boundary of the 
field. The pilot attributed the 
crash to a row of 65-foot poles on 
the edge of the field, outlining the 
site of the new Curtiss-Wright Cor- 
poration factory. 

There have been many fatal ac- 
cidents involving private or mili- 
tary planes at Lambert Field since 
it was opened as a private airport 
in the early 1920s. 

The most serious accident to a 
non-transport was Jan. 9, 1936, when 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl Beauvais, 4930 
Easton avenue, and Charles W. 
Schott, 3712 Natural Bridge ave- 
nue, were killed when Beauvais’ 
ship crashed in a field near Nat-

Senator McCarran Says Crash

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23 (AP).—

Sirick McCarran, Nevada Democrat, 
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predicted that “this unhappy series 
of air disasters will continue until 
the Congress returns the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority to independ- 
ent status.” 

McCarran also told the Senate 
that the airliner in which the late 
Senator Ernest Lundeen of Min- 
nesota and 25 other passengers 
were killed last fall “should never 
have left the airport here at 
Washington.” 


The Senator sponsored the leg- 
islation that set up an indepen- 
dent agency to control commercial 
aviation and unsuccessfully op- 
posed President Roosevelt’s reor- 
ganization order that shifted this 
agency to the Commerce Depart- 
ment last year. This reorganiza- 
tion, he contended, placed the avia- 
tion control agency in the position 
of investigating itself with a re 
sulting “confusion and chaos.” 

As a result, McCarran said, the 
agency had “whitewashed” its in- 
iquiry into the death of Lundeen 
and fellow passengers at Lovetts- 
ville, Va. The Senator said that 
the pilot taxied this plane back 
at the airport here because oil 
pressure was low and later was 
unable to reach sufficient elevation 
to fly over an electrical storm.

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LINDBERGH STATEMENT 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 28 (AP). 


HE tezt of Col. Charlies A. 

Lindbergh's statement before 

the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee today is as follows: 


I understand that I have been 
asked to appear before this com- 
mittee to discuss the effect of 
aviation upon America’s position 
fn time of war. I believe that this 
effect can be summed up briefly 
by saying that our position is 
greatly strengthened for defense 
and greatly weakened for attack. 

I base this statement upon two 
facts. First, that an invading 
army and its supplies must still 
be transported by sea. Second, 
that aviation makes it more dif- 
ficult than ever before for a navy 
to approach a hostile shore. * 


In support of these facts, I cite, 
for the first, the minute carrying 
capacity of aircraft in relation to 
the weight of equipment and sup- 
plies required for a major expedi- 
tionary force; and for the second, 
the experience of the British navy 
off the Norwegian coast and in the 
North Sea. 


I do not believe there is any 
danger of an invasion of this con- 
tinent, either by sea or by air, as 
long as we maintain an army, 
Mavy and air force of reasonable 
gize and in modern condition, and 
provided we establish the bases 
essential for defense. 


10,000 Planes Enough 
to Insure Security. 


How large our air force should 
be in actual numbers depends, of 
@ourse, upon conditions in other 
parts of the world. Because of 
the existing Huropean crisis, I 
should say that we would be wise 
to construct as rapidly as possible 
@ total air force of about 10,000 


thoroughly modern fighting planes 
plus reserves. 

This number would, I believe, 
be adequate to insure American 
gecurity regardless of the outcome 
of the present European war. 
Whether our air force should be 
increased or decreased in the more 
distant future will be decided by 
circumstances which we cannot 
mow foresee. But an industry cap- 
able of building and maintaining 
@ 10,000-plane air force would, I 
believe, have adequate flexibility 
to meet any emergency with which 
we might be confronted in this 
hemisphere. 

Accompanying this expansion of 
eur air force should be the con- 
@truction of aviation basés in New- 
foundland, Canada, the West In- 
dies, parts of South America, Cen- 
tral America, the Galapagos 
Islands, the Hawaiian Islands and 
Alaska. Secondary bases might be 
Placed in parts of Greenland but, 
in my opinion, Greenland is not 
of primary importance from the 
standpoint of aviation bases.’ 


Since many people are discussing 
the possibility of an air invasion 
of America, I would like permis- 
sion to bring a few points to your 
attention in this connection. It is 
first necessary to establish clearly 
the difference between an air in- 
vasion where troops are landed and 
a bombing raid where there is no 
attempt to establish a base on en- 
emy territory. I will treat these 
two problems separately, for they 
@re entirely different.

Maintained by Sea. 

It is important to note that the 
transport of troops by air in Eu- 
rope has been over a distance of 
a few hundred miles at most. An 
air invasion across the ocean is, I 
believe, absolutely impossible at 
this time, or in any predictable fu- 
ture. To be effgctive in America, 
enemy aircraft would have to op- 
erate from bases in America, and 
those bases would have to be es- 
tablished and supplied by sea. Alir- 
craft alone are not capable of 
carrying a _ sufficient quantity of 
material, 

Claims have been made that 
America might be subject to air 
invasion by way of Alaska or 
Greenland, where the distance be- 
tween land is short. But such 
claims overlook the difficulties ot 
climate and terrain in these semi- 
Arctic areas. If air routes to Asia 
and Europe through the North 
were preferable to the greater over- 
water distances farther south, they 
would have been used years ago 
by commercial air lines. 


It is, of course, essential for us 
to maintain defense bases in Alas- 
ka. I believe that we should wage 
war with all of our resources if an 
invasion of Alaska or any other 
portion of America were attempted. 
But a sudden air invasion of this 
country by way of Alaska is out 
of the question. The conquest of 
Alaska would necessitate the move- 
ment of troops and supplies by 
ground and sea, the defeat of our 
own forces, and the establishment 
of enemy bases. Even if that could 
be accomplished, there is little 
likelihood that the wilds of Canada 
could be crossed and the United 
States invaded by an army based 
upon remote Alaskan outposts of 
Asiatic or European Powers. 


If an enemy were planning on 
an invasion of America, I believe 
that the rottte over Greenland is 
one of the last he would consider. 
I spent several weeks in Green- 
land in the summer of 1933, sur- 
veying the coasts for air bases, 
and studying the conditions that 
would be encountered in operating 
a Northern air route. I came to 
the conclusion that of all the pos- 
sible air routes between America 


and Europe, the one over Green-

Personally, I 
do not believe it is possible for 
either America or Europe to invade 
the other successfully by air, or 
even by a combination of air, land 
and sea, unless an internal collapse 
precedes invasion. In this sense, 
aviation has added to America’s se- 
curity against Europe, and to Eu- 
rope’s security against America. 
One might sum the matter up by 
saying that aviation decreases the 
security of nations within a conti- 
nent against each other ,but in- 
creases the security of the conti- 
nent as a whole against foreign in- 
vasion, 

That aviation will have a great 
effect on the future relationship of 
nations is beyond question. But 
we in America are possibly the 
most fortunate of all peoples in this 
respect. We have a country and 
climate well suited to the develop- 
ment of aircraft. We have natural 
resources, great industries and a 
national psychology ideally adapted 
to the tempo of the air. 

In conclusion, ~ would like to say 
that aviation is to us unquestion- 
ably an asset. It greatly strength- 
ens our position and increases the 
security of this entire hemisphere 
from foreign attack,

Net crease of $36,000,000 Based 
on New Information Submitted

Reduces Amount for Salar-

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.— 
The House Appropriations Commit- 
tee; in approving today five “eemr- 
gency” appropriation measures, re- 
duced the amount proposed for 
the payment of salaries and mile- 
age of Legislators frob $148,685 to 
$90,1085, the amount recommended 
by Gov. Lioyd C, Stark in his re- 
cent budget message to the Legis- 
lature. 

The committee also added to the 
bill $266,520 for the legislative con- 
tingent funds, $145,000 for the 
House and $121,520 for the Senate, 
the amounts also recommended by 
the Governor. The contingent funds 
are for the payment of clerical as- 
sistants, supplies and other operat- 
ing expenses. 

hTe State Constitution limits the 
number of clerks that may be em- 
ployed by the Legfislature to 150 
or 75 for each house. The Gov- 
ernor’s recommendation for the 
contingent funds was based on the 
number’ of clerks, and theoretically 
would not permit the employment 
of additional clerks for the inves- 
tigation-contest of the Donnell- 
McDaniel governorship election, or 
the payment of expenses in con- 
nection with the partisan investiga- 
tion. 

The $148,685 figure first proposed 
for the Legislators pay and mile- 
age was the amount spent for those 
purposes in the 1939 session, but 
that was a revision session and 
the members were paid $5 a day 
for the first 120 days. This session 
they will receive $5 a day for the 
first 70 days and $1 a day there- 
after. 

Other appropriation measures ap- 
proved by the committee include 
the $17,910,000 Social Security bill 
for the payment of old-age pen- 
sions, aid to dependent children 
and direct relief for six months. 

The sixth “emergency” appro- 
priation bill was introduced in the 
House today, providing $2,450,225 
fo rthe maintenance of eleemosy- 
nary institutions and payment of 
blind pensions for a sixth month 
pesiod, ending June 30.

Under an amend- 
ment a month ago of the 20-month- 
old suit, it is charged that the 
companies intentionally employed 
Clark in this way in 1938, although 
knowing he was employed as coun- 
sel for the State Superintendent of 
Insurance at the time.

Terry conceded he had not known 
Clark long and had seen him only 
a few times. However, Terry de- 
clared Clark’s employment had 
nothing to do with any activity 
outside the bureau, and that he 
would not have retained the law- 
yer if he had known Clark repre- 
sented the department. 

Clark, it was testified, received 
his $1500 retainer fee for the first 
quarter-year. Beyond showing that 
Clark later returned the fee and 
the statement by Terry that he 
“attempted” to hire Clark, it has 
not yet been explained why Clark 
did not keep the job.

The Censorship. 

What does London really look 
like? Well, I could take London’s 
famous streets, block by block, and 
list the buildings that have been 
hit—I am free of the British cen- 
sor—but I do not intend to do that. 
Why should I? The Germans do 
not let American journalists de- 
scribe any damage at all in Ham- 
burg. ' 

I have no more intention than 
any of the other American journal- 
ists in London have of giving any 
information to anyone who is an 
enemy of the British. The British 
have let us tell the complete story 
in general outline to the Unitea 
States. Nothing general has been 
held back. We are given remark- 
able freedom of movement in Great 
Britain. It is true that we are not 
allowed to wander in and out of 
army camps at random, but if we 
wish to inspect any particular army 
outfit all we have to do is to ask 
the Ministry of Information to ar- 
range a junket for us. We are 
escorted, it is true, but we can see 
whatever we want to see at most 
particular places, we can talk to 
anyone. We can visit any town in 
England, go into any prohibited 
areas except Areas 1 and 2 in North- 
ern Scotland, into which admission 
to all civilians is refused. 

These two areas are strictly pro- 
hibited districts because that part 
of Scotland has many indentations 
in its coastline and is considered 
to be more -vulnerable to attack 
than other parts of the island. 


We as American journalists can 
visit areas in England which not 
even the average Englishman is al- 
lowed in. We have a prohibited 
areas pass from the Home Office 
and we do not even have to tell 
anyone in London we are going. 
The only requirement we must meet 
is to report ourselves to the secur- 
ity police at the prohibited town 
when we get there and before we 
go away. We can go to Dover, for 
instance, but the average Londoner 
can’t, :

Pilots Who Learn 
Gliding Make Bet- 
ter Use of Power 
Planes.

RECENTLY . witnessed a most 

beautful flight by Shelley 

Charles, a flight captain of East- 
ern Air Lines, in a motorless soar- 
ing plane. Shelley, regularly engaged 
in schedules between Atlanta and 
Chicago, had a day off and shipped 
his disassembled soaring plane to 
Miami, followed on E. A. L., and 
put on such a show that the Duke 
of Windsor, a spectator at the Mi- 
ami air maneuvers, requested an- 
other—technically a demand—per- 
formance. 

F Flying in powered planes is in- 
teresting. But gliding and soaring 
is the last touch in aerial artistry. 

Shelley’s soaring plane was towed 
aloft and turned loose. Silently, 
smoothly, it moved across the blue 
Miami sky. It seemed to be paint- 
ed there. Lovely beyond words. 
Groundlings assumed the air was 
still, because there was little wind. 
But Shelley knew better. The sun’s 
heat, reflected and radiated from 
the earth, had set vast columns of 
air moving upward. Up, on up, went 
that silent craft, lifted by these 
currents which, in gliding parlance, 
are called “thermals.” 

Had he so wished, Shelley could 
have stayed aloft all afternoon. But 
the crowd had to have action. Shel- 
ley then proceeded to play his sym- 
phony of flight. Slowly the nose 
of the craft was moved downward, 
gathered speed. The shallow dive 
was transformed into a smooth, 
perfectly executed loop, then an- 
other loop. Then came a pause, 
followed by a tailspin as a result of 
ths playing. Then came still an- 
other loop. 

Regains Altitude. 

Mind you, these maneuvers were 
performed in a plane that had no 
more power or engine than your 
dining-room table, Shelley found 
another rising air current and 
smoothly. gained altitude again. A 
few turns around the field followed 
silently and smoothly. 

Gently a wing would dip. This 
meant the beginning of another 
turn. Here and there upsurging 
currents rough as the waves on 
the open séa boosted the craft, 
which rode the wave lightly, like 
a bark. . 

Then came the landing. There 
is only one wheel on a soaring 
plane. It is half hidden in the keel, 
up. toward the forward part of the 
fuselage. Down in a shallow glide 
came the bird. On and‘on it glided, 
10 times the distance traveled by 
a power plane after leveling off. 
Then the single landing wheel 
touched the ground, and it came 
to a stop, slowly dropping one 
wing on the grass. The flight was 
over. 

I sat ‘there

Ordered Before War. 


The Brazilian position is essen- 


‘Oneeitially simple: this war materiel was 


contracted for in Germany before 
the European war began. Part of 
the purchase price was paid before 
the -war. It is all paid for now. 
Owned by the Brazilian Govern- 
ment; these goods are not commer- 
cial goods and hence are not subject 
to British control. an 
Further, the Siquiera Campos 
cargo was-urgently needed. The 
German system of fulfilling the 
contract resembles that of the ex- 
porter who sent first 12 gross of 
shoes for the left foot, and only 
after having collected his bill did 
he send the matching right: shoes. 
It is understood that, for instance, 
all breeches of guns were contained 
in one lot. The next lot. might 
contain all the barrels. The third 
lot might contain all the wheels, 
and so forth. 
The Bage incident has been gen- 
erally passed over by the Brazil- 
ian press in Rio. It is with rather 
@ weary expression of disappoint- 
ment that the more important 
newspapers present the news of 
the Bage. Patently, it was hoped 
that the Siquiera Campos incident 
would not be repeated. 


Compromise Reported. 


Lack of an outcry in the case of 
the Bage—such as occurred re- 
garding the Siquiera Campos 
lends suppor to an unconfirmed 
report of a compromise between 
the British and the Brazilian Gov- 
ernments. It is said that since the 
Siquiera Campos cargo completed 
Brazilian parts already delivered 
and the Bage cargo was supple- 
mental, the latter would not be al- 
lowed through the blockade. 
Whether this negotiated compro- 
mise is true or not, does not af- 
fect the principles involved. 
Essentially, British handling of 
the Siquiera Campos shipment, so 
touched the sensibilities of the

Germany’s pride—the master 
craftsman, be he optical worker, 
tool expert or a cabinetmaker—is 
a man of self-respect. 

The war is putting him and his 
family on their mettle. It’s not just 
a matter of doing without French 
champagne or storing the car:away, 
as it is with wealthier fellow citi- 
zens. With him it gets. down to 
brass tacks and pfennigs. 

Let’s visit Frau B’s home, 


Frau B came to Berlin at the age 


and eight years ago, when she was 
23, married a young carpenter. For 
a while they lived on the outskirts 
of town, but moved into the city to 
save commuting time. 

Frau B gave up working, and in 
1937 a second child was born.| Last 
year, however, wanting to help out 
the family income, she went back 
to work at her former job in the 
mailing department of a chemical 
factory. 

Her husband was drafted last 
April. Since then she has kept 
going alone. 

In the evening she leaves the fac- 
tory, stops at the kindergarten run 
by the Nazi welfare organization 
and picks up the little son she left 
there in the morning on the way to 
work. Continuing home, she stops 
at the milk shop and gets a pint in 
a saucepan she left early in the 
morning. At the meat market she 
asks the butcher to save her some 
hamburger for the next day, then 
has the baker snip off 500 grams’ 
worth of bread on her ration card 
in exchange for a loaf. 

It’s a five-minute additional walk 
home. ‘Through the great front 
door over a dark court, she goes 
into a rear wing, up to the fifth 
floor. 

The apartment consists of a 25- 
square-foot vestibule, a kitchen 8x 
12, a living-sleeping room 15x12. 
Two grips stand in the entry way, 
one containing the family’s papers 
and the other some pieces of table 
silver, along with clothes ready to 
be taken down into the cellar in 
case of an air-raid alarm. 

The walls of the kitchen are 
painted bright blue. At the left of 
the door stands a coal range with 
two cooking holes, and near it a 
gas ring. 

At the back of the kitchen is a 
little chest. On top of it are an 
alarm clock and a picture of Hit- 
ler. Scattered elsewhere around 
the room are provisions, a medi- 
cine chest, a flashlight for black- 
outs and three books from the 
lending library. — ' 

In the bedroom, papered in yel-| 
low, hangs a picture of Frau B 
and her husband taken at their 
wedding before a Justice of the 
Peace. 

There are two hickory beds, a 
crib anda sofa, on which. her 
eight-year-old daughter sleeps, 

There is a round table in the 
center of the room. At one side 
there is a large clothes closet, be- 
hind which is stowed a sewing ma- 
chine and a vacuum cleaner. The 
room is heated by a high porce- 
lain stove with decorated tiles. 

As Frau .B arrives home, the 
Nazi block leader, a woman from

block leader tells about how an 
evacuation train is going to take 
her daughter Ingrid to her grand- 
parents in East Prussia, and the 
two women talk about how hap- 
py the grandparents will be, the 
unlikelihood of R. A. F. flyers 
reaching East Prussia, the good 
news that geese will be available 
for food. 

In the bedroom, blackout pa- 
pers are hanging over the win- 
dows. It is still dark ‘when Frau 
B leaves in the morning and dark 
when she gets home, so there is no 
occasion for taking them down 
during the day. 

The stove is cold and the beds 
still unmade, because of the rush 
in the morning/to get the children 
dressed and to school and kinder- 
garten, after which Frau B has 
a 20-minute street-car ride to get 
to the chemical factory by 8. 

The first job in the evenings is 
to get the big stove roaring. In 
20 minutes, the room is warmed 
up. Frau B has been rationed 20 
hundredweight of coal briquettes 
for the winter, and thinks it will 
easily carry her through. 


Since the war began, she has 
received permits to buy a pair of 
slippers, a pair of shoes and a coat, 
Then with the clothing card—on 
the point system—she was able to 
buy a pair of bloomers, four’ yards 
of wool material, some knitting 
wool, and six pairs of slightly de- 
fective stockings, which counted 
only half the regular number of 
points. 

In the cellar, during air raid 
alarms, she knits stockings for the 
children and herself. 


Income $120 a. Month. 


Frau B works eight hours at the 
chemical plant; part of the time 
on her’ feet, 


Despite tough going, she doesn’t 
complain, but leaves no doubt in 
the ‘observer’s mind that if cir- 
cumstances péffiitted she'd rather 
stay home than go to the plant. - 

With the Government’s  allow- 
ance for the wages her husband 
would earn if he were not in the 
army, plus her own wage, her in- 
come is about 300 marks ($120) a 
month, 


As the wife of a _ soldier, she 
doesn’t have to pay taxes on her 
75-pfennig-an-hour (30 cents) wage, 
but some is taken off for German 
workers’ health work, Every fourth 
Sunday brings a one-dish dinner 
so that she can contribute 50 pfen- 
nigs to a relief fund. 


Her rent is 27.80 marks ($11.12) 
a month, and gas and light come 
to five marks every two months. 
Food takes up 30 marks. ($12) a 
week, and care of the children 4.30 
marks ($1.72). 

Frau B. helps her mother out 
with a contribution of about 30 
marks a month, now and then sends 
her husband a 10-mark note, and 
pays fire insurance premiums. She 
hasn’t been able to save much, but 
hopes to be able to start a postal 
savings account, 

The life Frau B leads is like 
that of many other German wom- 
en who “fill their places in an un-

under Theodore Roosevelt, he made a name for him. | 
self as a “trust buster’ in the Duke tobacco monopoly 
case, and on the strength of this, Wilson named him 
to head the Department of Justice at the urging of 
Col. House. But he did not fit into the “New Free- 
dom” Cabinet and in 1914, when the personnel of 
the Supreme Court seemed relatively unimportant, 
Wilson transferred him to the bench. 

As a Justice, he has been a strange mixture. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes was fond of him and yet he could be 
the only member of the court not to sign the 
‘tribute to Justice Brandeis; when the Scottsboro 
case was argued, he chose not to hear the argu- 
ments or participate in the ruling. . But he brought 
intellectual talent to his work and a strong faith in 
his own conceptions of Jegal and politigal philosophy. 
It is significant that he was the only dissenter in 
the TVA case. It is also significant that no other 
Justice in. the whole history of the court approached 


Congress unconstitutional. 

The strict constructionist view of Justice Mc- 
Reynolds prevailed in constitutional circles for the 
better part of a quarter century, lasting through the 
whole of Mr. Roosevelt’s first administration. When 
it passed, it passed speedily for it had overstayed its 
time. Of Justice McReynolds it may be said, as War- 
ren has said of the great John Marshall—indeed, as 
it may be said of Chief Justice Fuller and many 
other Justices: 

He was out of sympathy with the political 
views predominant among the people and in- 
spiring the statesmen at the head of the Govern- 
ment. In view of the changes and reforms which 
were now taking place in the economic and social 
conditions, and the liberalization of political 
sentiment and processes which were marking a 
new era in the country’s development, he was 
clearly out of touch with the temper of the times. 


But when all this is said, it still remains true that 
Justice McReynolds has held to his point of view 
stanchly and with high integrity. It makes his stand 
none the less sincere because time and sentiment have 
passed beyond it. And the citizen would be thought- 
less indeed who would say that the Supreme Court 
would be the better if all its members were of one 
mind and there were no exchange of opinions on the 
great issues which the bench is called to decide. 

Hope may be expressed that the President will 
think solemnly before he makes his choice of a 
successor to Justice McReynolds. Each of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s five Justices has been either a member of his 
official family or an intimate adviser. Justices 
Black, Reed, Frankfurter, Douglas and Murphy con- 
stitute a clear majority and their collective judgment 
can declare the law. 

It would be the statesmanlike thing for the Presi- 
dent to make an appointment outside New Deal 
circles. There is notable precedent for such a nom- 
ination. A choice that reached beyond the inner 
circle, moreover, would be an appeal for national 
unity in our democracy’s critical hour—an appeal 
that persons of all parties and points of view would 
} understand. 

Mr. Roosevelt can go outside his official family to 
the lower courts, for example, and there conduct his 
search for the new Justice. Promotion of a sitting 
Judge would tend to produce a better balance on the 
| high bench in Washington and to remove the basis 
for the present feeling that advancement to the Su- 
preme Court is shut off from those who have made 
a career of judicial service. None of the President’s 
five appointees previously served on the bench, 
except for Black’s tenure as a Police Judge and 
Murphy’s experience as Judge of a local Detroit court. 

Justice McReynolds’ retirement places a great op- 
portunity before the President. We hope to see him 
use it in such a way as to allay the third term fears 
that many Americans entertain. 
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“THE PRINCIPLS OFFICE.” 

We and a good many other people in Missouri have 
been wrestling with the stench which out of respect 
for thé decorum of the home and the library, we 
call the Donnell-McDaniel controversy or Missouri’s 
War of Succession, if you will.

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MAYOR DICKMANN CAN SAVE THE MERIT BILL. 

The enabling bill for establishment of a civil serv- 
ice system in the city government, now pending be- 
fore the Board of Aldermen, is the product of re- 
search and deliberation covering more than two 
years. When completion of the draft was an- 
nounced two months ago, it was assumed as a matter 
of course that St. Louis voters would get a chance 
to pass on this long-needed reform at the city elec- 
tion, on April 1. 
However, unseemly disagreements have arisen in 
the board’s Legislative Committee. If these are not 
settled so that the bill can be passed by the Alder- 
men before next Tuesday, the measure ¢éannot ap- 
pear on the ballot in April. The board’s next meet- 
ing is tomorrow. 
Here is an opportunity for Mayor Dickmann to 
save the day. He has indorsed the civil service bill 
early and late, and has made it a special concern 
of his administration. If he will now make his 
influence felt, as the city’s chief executive and his 
party’s leader, the deadlock will be broken. 
Opponents of the merit system among the Alder- 
men are making their power felt. The doling out of 
‘city jobs as rewards to political henchmen, instead 
of filling them on a basis of ability, is an institu- 
tion too well intrenched to die without a struggle. 
So hampering amendments have been proposed, and 
there is danger of a deadlock that will kill this im- 
portant measure so far as the coming election is 
concerned. We hope Alderman Warnick, who is 
usually found on the progressive side of civic is- 
ues, will reconsider and refrain from introducing 
the amendment that would introduce politics into

What the Democratic leaders now *propose—what 
they propose in virtual contempt of the State Su- 
preme Court before which Donnell’s mandamus suit 
is pending—is to open, recanvass and recount “all 
legal ballots cast in the November election.”

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JUST A MOMENT, MR. JUSTICE. 

In talking about his plans after his retirement 
from office, Justice McReynolds said his brother, who 
lives on the Pacific Coast, tells him there have been 
a lot of ducks out there and the Justice says he may 
visit him to do some hunting. 

There is no question that Justice McReynolds is 
steeped in legal erudition. Sir Edward Coke, so to 
speak, has been a fireside companion for many years, 
and we’d bet that the Justice knows Blackstone for- 
ward and backward. The Justice knows the com- 
mon law and the Constitution and presumably the 
statutes. But hasn’t he heard that, if he should go 
duck shooting at this time, he would run head-on into 
the game wardens and the Federal game laws? 

This recalls that some years ago one of Justice 
McReynolds’ ex-colleagues, Justice Vandevanter, was 
picked up while duck hunting in Maryland because 
he had not bought a duck stamp, and caused a good 
deal of merriment throughout the country by plead- 
ing ignorance of the law. 

This is a little bit like someone catching the 
profound mathematician, Prof. Einstein, failing to 
balance his check book. ' 
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BOUQUETS FOR ST. LOUIS. 

Cities all over the country are looking to St. Louis 
as an example of how municipal progress can be 
achieved by united community effort. The smoke 
fight is one instance, and typical comments from 
other cities on this subject appear in-the Mirror of 
Public Opinion on this page today. There are many 
more fields, however, in which St. Louis activities 
are held up to other cities for emulation. 

The St. Louis improvement program is the subject 
of a Page 1 article by Lowell Lawrance in the Kansas 
City Journal. The writer praises the new traffic- 
ways built here in the last few years, the razing of 
old buildings to provide attractive parks and plazas, 
the new Civic Center, the modernized street light- 
ing system and the slum clearance projects. Em- 
phasis is placed on the efforts now under way to 
counteract the blight which is making inroads on 
business and residential districts as a result of de- 
centralization. The secretary of a Kansas City im- 
provement group recently studied this city’s activi- 
ties, the writer says, and “his report shows that St. 
Louis, with problems similar to those here, is mak- 
ing a far more vigorous effort than Kansas City to 
modernize and restore property values.” 

All this is, of course, very encouraging to those 
energetic citizens now engaged in trying to redeem 
St. Louis from its “City in Decay” reputation. But 
fingers are still being kept more or less crossed on 
the smoke crusade, and the battle against. blight is 
just beginning. It is stimulating to know that we 
have made a promising start, yet a great deal more 
achievement all along the line is necessary before we 
can settle back and take it easy. Let’s not disap- 
point the friends who have tossed those handsome 
bouquets in our direction. 
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THE D. A. R. CHANGES ITS POLICY. 

Two years ago, a nation-wide furor was stirred 
when the doors of Constitution Hall, a building in 
Washington owned by the D. A. R. were closed to a 
concert by Marfan Anderson, Negro singer. Wleanor 
Roosevelt joined in the protests, and emphasized her 
stand by resigning from the organization. 

Last Sunday night, the program of a pre-inaugural 
concert at the same Constitution Hall included the 


controversy about it, nor was there any mark of con- 
descension. In a program of representative Ameri- 
can stars from the stage and concert hall, the Negro 
quartet fitted in as a matter ‘of course the dis- 
tinguished audience gave its members repeated cur- 
tain calls for their singing of “Noah” and “The 
Gospel Train,” just as it applauded Ethel Barrymore, 
Raymond Massey, Charlie Chaplin, Nelson Eddy, 
Irving Berlin and Mickey Rooney.

National Comment on Smoke Fight Here 


THE CITY OF ST. LOUIS EMERGES 
FROM OBSCURITY. 

From the Baltimore Sun, 

O NE of the most effective news stories 
of the year is told, not in words, but in 

pictures, in a recent issue of Life, which 

has a series of paired pictures, showing 

downtown St. Louis as it was a year ago, 

before the present smoke-control ordinance 

was passed, and as it is today. 

Smoke from 160,000 chimneys, mixed with 
Mississippi River fog, frequently blacked 
out St. Louis on winter days. On Nov. 28, 
1939, the air was so thick that stores and 
offices burned electric lights all day, and 
automobiles and street cars could not pro- 
ceed without headlights. Nothing compar- 
able has happened this winter. 

The St. Louis ordinance flatly forbids the 
burning of soft coal within the city limits 
except in furnaces equipped with approved 
smoke-consuming devices, and the ordi- 
nance is enforced. St. Louis is farther 
from the anthracite fields than Baltimore 
is, and presumably hard coal is more ex- 
pensive there. Nevertheless, the reform was 
effected, without inflicting intolerable hard- 
ship on the city. ‘ 

One result, say the St. Louis people, is 
the. saving of $1,000,000 in electric light bills 
during the winter. No one has been able 
to calculate the saving in cleaners’ bills nor 
in doctors’ and hospital bills, although the 
City Health Department expects a sharp 
decrease this year in maladies affecting the 
respiratory system.

HORROR STORY’S SEQUEL. 

From the Richmond Times-Dispatch. 

ts NE year ago this week, Life printed 
a horror story about St. Louis. .. .” 

So begins an article in that magazine, ‘ac- 
companied by some of the most striking 
“before and after pictures” ever printed 
outside a patent medicine almanac. The 
“horror” was the appalling blanket of 
smoke and soot that used to hang over the 
Missouri metropolis. 

St. Louis, to quote the original Life story, 
was “probably the smokiest municipality in 
the country—worse even than ‘Pittsburgh.” 
Pictures bore out this charge. Automobiles 
used their headlights in broad daylight, vis- 
ibility in the business section of the city 
was about half a block, from across the 
stréet at 9 a. m, a hotel could be seen only 
as a few lights twinkling in the murk, and 
the great pall reached far eut into the coun- 
tryside, as a photograph of a golf course 
dimmed in the sooty gloaming proved. 

Last year’s humiliating expose stung St. 
Louis, and the city government acted, By 
April, 1940, ordinances were in effect requir- 
ing industries, railroads, businesses and 
home owners to equip all fuel burners with 
mechanical smoke-reducing apparatus or to 
refrain from using unprocessed soft coal. 
Later, the Interstate Commerce Commission 
was induced to approve lowered freight 
rates on smokeless semi-anthracite. 

The result was amazing. A new series 
of photographs, taken of the same localities 
pictured a year ago, show the civic scene 


lighted in an atmosphere described by Life 


with the poet’s word, pellucid. 

It is a spectacular example of what a 
city can do in improving its way of life. 
Other smoky cities, though less soiled than 
St. Louis was a year ago, should be in- 
spired to emulate the example.

Those figures were based on $600 
contributions -by the board each 
year, for each retiring teacher, Hay 
explained. He said $840 might be 
@ more adequate pension. 

Alternative Plan Rejected. 

The alternative plan rejected by 
the board, drawn up by its attor- 
ney, was strongly opposed by the 
board’s own actuary, George B. 
Buck of New York. He wrote that 
a $600 flat pension without con- 
tributiens by employes would cost 
the board 7% to 8 per cent of its 
payroll, or about $650,000 a year, 

“In my judgment, St. Louis can- 
not operate indefinitely with a re- 
tirement system giving to teachers 
not more than one-quarter pay on 
retirement,” he wrote. “A pension 
from the city of one-quarter pay) 
combined with an annunity pro- 
vided by the teacher of a quarter 
pay gives a retirement allowance 
generally considered adequate. 

“A retirement system to be ef- 
fective must make it comparative- 
ly easy to retire an _ inefficient 
teacher.” 

Hay pointed out 27 of 29 state 
school retirement systems and 52 
of 65 local systems were on the 
joint contributory, reserve basis. 
He added the teachers here were 
willing to have administration costs 
of the retirement program met 
from earnings of the fund.

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REPORT FROM BRITAIN

= igo —* battle with Germany. 
first is the stream of encourag- 

ing reports from American observ- 
ers stationed in Britain, who con- 
tinue unanimous that German 
bombing has done surprisingly lit- 
tle damage to productive facilities. 
The second is the visit to this coun- 
try of Air Chief Marshal Sir Hugh 
Dowding. And of the two, the 
visit is more important. 
Dowding’s nickname is “Stuffy,” 


from favorable. Although supreme- 
ly qualified to speak with authority 
by his experience as commander of 
the Hurricane and Spitfire pilots 
who saved Britain in the frightful 
six days of September, he was said 
to be the least promising envoy to 
America in the entire fighting serv- 
ices of Britain. Now, however, he 
has begun work with our gen- 
erals, has met informally © with 
many non-military high officials, 
and has lectured at the War De- 
partment to the top men in the 
air force. And although some of 
our air experts consider him some 
what optimistic, he has both made 
a good. impression and carried con- 
viction. 

Dowding’s most dramatic report 
concerned progress made on the 
British device for combating night 
air attacks. The nature and even 
the effects of the device are close- 
ly guarded military secrets, re 
vealed only to the chiefs of our air 
force, who are adapting it for our 
use. But those who have all the 
data in their possession are will- 
ing to disclose that the device per- 
mits a fighter plane to find and 
attack a bomber, even on the dark- 
est nights. Although they say there 
are still some bugs in it, they con- 
fess themselves astonished by 
Dowding’s evidence on the success 
of the device to date. Furthermore, 
they see in it strategic significance 
far beyond the prevention of the 
big night bombing raids. They even 
hope it may be used to intercept 
the Germans’ long-range four-en- 
gined bombers on their way. out 
over the Atlantic, to spot incoming 
British convoys for the submarine 
fleet. 


Reports Small Damage. 
MERICAN airmen received the 
Acts on the' little device with 
ningled relief and satisfaction. 
It was by no means all that Dow- 
ding brought, however. His in- 
formation has also done much to 
dispel the notion’that the big night- 
bombing raids are totally destruc- 
tive.

tracted to hundreds of small shops, 
sub-assemblies to scores of slight- 
ly larger ones, and even final as- 
semblies are simultaneously carried 
on in several plants. Because of 
this, he explains, production can 
never be really knocked out. More- 
over, he states that despite the 
best German efforts, only one major 
final assembly plant, Short’s big 
factory at Rochester, where the 
Sunderland flying boats are made, 
has ever been hit so badly as to 
be put out of production for a sub- 
stantial time. 


Finally, he is extremely encourg- 
ing about comparative British and 
German air strengths. He contends, 
first, that the Germans used all 
their airpower in the September 
attack. Many of our experts doubt 
him, but have difficulty answering 
his question, “Why should the Ger- 
mans have held back?” Second, 
he estimates present British air- 
power as nearly three times great- 
er than four months ago, and with- 
out making exaggerated claims, 
feels confident the Germans have 
lost some of their former advan- 
tage in numbers. 


Story Is Confirimed. 


OST of Dowding’s story is 
M confirmed by our own observ- 

ers. For instance, their dis- 
patch showing that the great raid 
on Southampton did not prevent 
Spitfire from turning out four or 
five extra planes that week exact- 
ly checks with Dowding’s data on 
Coventry and what he says of the 
value of de-centralization.

chance of victory by unsupported 
air action. 

This general agreement, and the 
good impression made by Dowding, 
have helped him in the negotiations 
over American air types which were 
the primary object of his — visit. 
There is even a hope that the 
sharpest controversy between our 
air experts and the British, over 
the value of our 50-caliber machine 
gun, will soon be settled. The Brit- 
ish, after testing the 50-caliber 
model éxported to them, are con- 
vinced that adequate fire power in 
the air can only be attained by use 
of cannons or of large numbers of 
30-caliber machine guns. Our peo- 
ple are equally certain that. an 
improved 50-caliber model, never 
sent out of this country until now, 
can pierce any plane armor almost 
as easily as a cannon. 

Dowding and a delegation of our 
experts are now in Dayton, O., end- 
ing the long and often acrimonious 
argument by the simple method of 
a careful test. The extremely ur- 
gent problem, whether or not to re- 
design our plane models, hinges on 
the outcome. And the fact that 
isuch problems ‘as this are at last 
being squarely tackled is another 
reason for encouragement about 
the air picture.

fibers together so that with the 
jong, slow, moist heat cooking, 
meat may be made most. desirable. 
Tomatoes or tomato juice are oft- 
en used in braising, stewing, and 
other forms of water cooking meat. 
Here again the natural acid acts 
as a tenderizing agent and, of 
course, adds piquancy at the same 
time. 

An old-time favorite meat that 
uses this treatment to make it ten- 
der is sauerbraten—a mildly spiced 
beef pot roast of unusually fine 
flavor and tenderness. This roast 
must be put into weak, seasoned 
yinegar three days before cooking, 
so it is indeed no meat to “toss 
up’ for the unexpcted guest, 

Spicy Pot Roast. 

Four pounds round, rump or 
chuck beef, one pint vinegar, one 
quart water, 10 cloves, 12 pepper- 
corns, three bay leaves, flour, salt, 
pepper, allspice, two tablespoons 
lard, two cups sliced carrots, one 
quart sliced onion, 12 gingersnaps, 
one tablespoon sugar. 

Buy well-fatted beef. Wipe. 
Pour vinegar and water over meat. 
Add water to cover. Add cloves, 
peppercorns, and bay leaves. Cov- 
er, Keep cold for three days, Re- 
move meat from liquid. Season. 
Dredge with flour and brown thor- 
oughly in the lard in a heavy ket- 
tle. Add carrots, onions and two 
cups of vinegar liquid in which 
the meat was soaked, Cover. Sim- 
mer (don’t boil) about three hours. 
Add crushed gingersnaps and su- 
gar. Simmer about 10 minutes, 
Serves eight to 10. 

Braised Steak. 

Three to four pounds 
steak, cut two inches thick. 

Salt. 

One cup flour. 

One-half cup lard.

Two cups canned tomatoes, cel-

The Need for Exercise 


By Patricia Lindsay 


INTER is a good time to warn 
women that many minor ill- 
nesses are caused through in- 


sufficient exercise. During active, 


cooler months women are likely to 
neglect this phase of intelligent 
body care—getting down on the 
mat or out of doors to exercise 
becomes @ major effort. 


There is a physician in New 
Yérk (who’s name I am not per- 
mitted to divulge because of med- 
ical ethics) who treats ailing wom- 
en with the most sensible psychol- 
ogy. 

After his female patients pour 
out their woes and describe their 
ailments, he examines them care- 
fully in a routine manner and pre- 


scribes two weeks of corrective diet, - 


more sunshine than what they have 
been taking, and exercise every 
blessed day. . 


He may give a patient a pre- 
scription of something quite harm- 
less if he thinks that will make 
her feel she has had her fee's 
worth, but on the whole he sends 
them out to take care of them- 
selves for 14 days and his last 
words of advice are quite likely to 
be, “The exercise is very import- 
ant. Force yourself to take it even 
if you have little desire for it. Two 


weeks of exercise will greatly aid 


me in putting my finger. on your 
trouble.” 


If the woman is truly worried 
about her condition she returns for 
her second visit. He examines her 
again, inquires about what exer- 
cise she embraced and how fre- 
quently. The chances are nine to 10 
that she was pretty lazy about the 
exercise. He then prescribes an- 
other week or two week program 
and cautions her again that she 
must exercise if she wants an ac- 
curate diagnosis. 


Very stout women lose — 
during the first weeks and too thin 
ladies put on a little weight. They 
like coming to the doctor who 
seems to be “sensible,” and who 
shows a most amazing interest in 
their conditions, 


In discussing this technique with 
me this physician stated candidly 
that some of these patients do need 
medical treatment but many of 
them do not. All of them are bene- 
fitted by the health routine and 
‘in some cases rather serious ill- 
nesses and operations are averted. 
But will you believe it, ‘he esti- 
mated that more than 65 per cent 
of these women have no ailment 
other than physical laziness.

tion in treatment is to attempt to 
clean out the infection in the nose. 


This was done with reasonable 
success in this patient with a 
relief of the asthmatic symptoms. 
I do not know whether the op- 
erative treatment of sinus dis- 
ease in children is more success- 
ful than in adults. I think it is fair 
to state that we can never 
100 per cent good results from the 
operative treatment of sinus dis- 
ease,

I HAVE LONG been impressed 
with the fact that the most serious 
complication of sinus disease is 
asthma or chronic bronchitis. This 
may be due to sensitization of the 
patient with his own nasal bac- 
teria, but, in my opinion, more of- 
ten results from the continuous 
dropping of infectious material 
from the nose, past the glottis, into 
the bronchial tubes. In my experi- 
ence, this is'a long drawn-out pro- 
cess and may well begin in child- 
hood with sinus infection at that 
period of life. All the more reason, 
therefore, for early diagnosis and 
treatment at the stage where it can 
be successful. 

I say this with emphasis because 
the lung complications of chronic 
sinus trouble once established are 
very resistant to treatment. The 
asthma which results from this is 
the worst form of asthma. -Many 
people later in life are invalids on 
account of chronic infection of the 
bronchial tubes with absorption of 
toxic material constantly going on, 


. coughing and expectoration. They 


are always thin, have no appetite, 
are subject to drafts, and cold 
weather makes them very uncom- 
fortable and they, as the saying 
is, “catch cold” repeatedly and 
very easily. 

Treatment of these cases is best 
accomplished by removing them ‘to 
a mild climate and by postural 
drainage, which is lying with the 
head down so that the infectious 
material will drain out. This should 
be done two or three times a day. 


Questions and Answers. 

P. J. M.: “Will smoking cigarettes 
make one hard of hearing if the 
hearing is already slightly im- 
paired?” 

Answer: Cigarettes have no 4di- 
rect effect upon hearing. By caus- 
ing congestion and irritation of 
the throat they may block up the 


. opening of the Eustachian tube, 


which aggravates the condition 
slightly.

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Whey candy itself is not obtaina- 
ble commercially at present, al- 


though it is hoped that candy 


manufacturers will soon become 
sufficiently interested to undertake 
its large-scale production. 

The new candy is made from 
sweetened condensed whey. Whey 
is the watery liquid that is left 
when cream (butterfat) and cheese 
(casein) are removed from milk. 
It still contains valuable food mate- 
rials, notably a certain amount of 
protein and considerable quantities 
of lactose or milk sugar. About 7 
per cent of whey consists of solids, 
and three-fourths of the total solids 
is milk sugar. . : 

Although vast quantities of 
whey are produced in creameries 
and cheese factories all over the 
country, it is either put to such 
low-grade uses as feeding pigs or 
even thrown away outright; for 
lack of suitable ways of getting it 
into use as human food. Com- 
plete drying into powder makes it 
readily transportable to market. 
It is used in feeding young chil- 
dren and in other diets where high 
mineral content and easy digesti- 
bility are especially desirable. How- 
ever, these special uses account for 
only a small fraction of the total 
whey output of the country’s great 
dairy industry. | ‘ 

Fully dried, powdered whey is 
not necessary for the making of 
the new candy. The usual pro- 
cedufe is to use sweetened con- 
densed whey( primarily because it 
costs substantially less than the 
dried product, and yields results 
just as satisfactory. 

Sweetened condensed whey is 
made by adding 7 per cent of ordi- 
nary granulated sugar to the whey 


(after first pasteurizing it) and 


then boiling off the water in closed 
vessels under partial vacuum and 
at moderate temperature, until the 
originally watery fluid has been re- 
duced to a thickish, cream-colored 
sirup. This will keep indefinitely 
in closed containers, without fur- 
ther treatment. It is usually stored 
in large sirup cans until wanted. 
Two of the most successful forms 
of whey candy thus far worked out 
are fudge and caramels. In each, 
the sweetened condensed whey con- 
stitutes nearly half the total weight 
of ingredients. The rest is made

up of standard candy-making ma- 
terials such as corn sirup, invert 
sirup, sugar, skim milk solids,.coco- 
nut fat, butterfat, chocolate and 
chopped nuts. The materials are 
cooked in a kettle having a fast 
double-action stirrer, and finished 
in the manner usual for handling 
such candies. 

The real innovation, in form as 
well as substance, is a confection 
which. Dr. Webb has christened 
“Wheyfers.” Coated with choco- 
late, wheyfers are a crisp and 
crunchy candy somewhat like mo- 
lasses chips, but without the hard 
texture which many persons find 
disagreeable in that confection. 
They are also entirely different 
in flavor; most of those who have 
tried wheyfers are enthusiastic 
about them. 


Wheyfers are the easiest to 
make of all the forms of the new 
whey candies. Only one ingredient 
besides the sweetened condensed 
whey is used. This is a finely 
ground pre-cooked dry cereal. 
Chopped nuts can also be added, 
although they are not essential. 

The sweetened condensed whey 
is first whipped in a motor-driven 


beater until its volume is at least 


- doubled.» Then ‘the cereal is added 


until the whey has become a some- 
what thickish paste. This is put 
inté a machine called an extruder, 
which squeezes it out in strips 
about a quarter of an inch thick, 
very much as toothpaste is squeezed 
out of its tube. , 


The strips of raw wheyfer ma- 
terial are caught on a screen tray 
that slowly moves under the ex- 
truder. If nuts are to be added, 
they are first sprinkled on the 
screen. After the tray is covered 
with the damp strips it is placed 
in a drying oven, with the tem- 
perature at just the boiling-point 
of water, and kept there until the 
wheyfer material is dry and crisp. 
Then the strips are taken out and 
cut into convenient lengths. 

They make exceedingly tasty 
nibbling at this stage. Indeed, 
when Dr. Webb has been making 
up a batch of them for experi- 
mental purposes, and has a pile 
of wheyfers on the laboratory table, 
it is remarkable how the number 
of persons increases, who have er- 
rands that will take them through 
his laboratory!

However, when butter and 
cheese were made in small quan- 
tities on individual. farms, there 
wasn’t so. much whey but that little 
girls and old grandfathers could 
drink it up and like it. Now, with 
cheese being made by the trainload 
in huge factories, whey flows out 
in rivers, and larger-scale avenues 
of consumption must be found for 
it. Hence the research of the 
Bureau of Dairy Industry, which 
promises a time soon to come 
when you can finish a dinner with 
cheese and bonbons that both

life especie ly, which require prac- 
tical adjustment.

The double that he used, technical- 
ly falls into the class of takeout 
doubles, but it conveys two distinct 
messages to partner; first, he must 
bear in mind thah® the doubler 
passed originally, Thence that his 
top-card strength is limited. Sec- 
ond, a reopening double signifies a 
willingness for partner to make a 
penalty pass if he has some 
strength in the doubled suit. A de- 
layed takeout double conveys a 
stronger invitation for this penalty 
pass than the garden variety oi 
takeout doubles. West, of course, 
was delighted with the opportun- 
ity to play against one heart dou- 
bled. His pass was_ excellent. 

West, afraid that a lead in 
spades, diamonds or clubs might 
cost a trick, decided that the safest 
action was to open a trump, and 
led the fourth highest. Dummy’s 
blank king won, and a diamond 
was led to the tenspot. West won 
and shifted*to a low spade. From 
that point on there was very little 
to the play. The defenders scrupw- 
lously avoided leading a diamond 
which would let declarer take a 
second finesse, and thereby held 
him to his four top tricks, namely, 
three hearts and one diamond. 
Thus the one heart doubled con- 
tract was down three tricks and 
the 800 points was gratefully re- 
ceived by the East-West team.
